Goſpels ſake, ſpeaks on this wiſe, Often in Perils of Water, Perils of 
Robbers. Perils by my own C ountry-Men, Perils in the Ci ity, y the Wil- 
derneſs, Perils on the Sea, and Perils amongſt | alſe Brethren. 

It may be taken notice of, that _ the Exerciſes that had 
happened to him 1n his Day, for the Goſpels ſake; he cloſes up the. 
matter of his Lamentatzon and Grief, becauſe thereof, with Fl o Wy, 
And Perils amongſt falſe Brethzen. ; 

God hath ſuftered the like Exerciſe to befal his People i in Fr our oy

Paul made mention of the falling back of the Galatians, from the 
Simplicity of the Goſpel, and lamented the. caſe of their being 
Bewitched; and: he I ravelled that the Seed Chrift might be again 
formed in them : He alſo made mention of falſe Brethren that had 
been his Exerciſe and Grief. 

The Lord ſuffers theſe things to be, and ſuch to be over-taken on 
this wiſe, whoſe Hearts do not abide upright to God, who have 
known God in his Power, and yet do not Honour him as God. 

It is confiderable, and worth the notice taking, to ſee what effefts 
the Lord hath wrought, and what he hath ſuffered'to-be; through 
ſuch Exerciſes as theſe are. And 

Firft, with reſpe& to the Heretage of God, the Family that does 
Believe, through the exerciſe that is met withal from falſe Bre« 
thren, whoſe backſlidings and oppoſite Work, and the tendency of 
it to Strife. 1s the Churches Grief; there 1s a tender concern in all 
ſuch wrought (upon the obſervation of it) to have a more inward 
Eye to God, by whoſe Grace all are ſaved that believe therein, 
that they may be kept to him, in the feeling of that Power which 
preſerves every one upon the Rock, for help and ſalvation: So 
that the Lord being more eyed,the more he comes to be feared, and 
dependency comes to be laid on him ; and on this occaſion all con- 
dence in the Fleſh comes to be laid down, feeing the Mighty and the 
Wiſe amongſt Men are overcome, and a retirement to that antient 
Arm, . that brought. Salvation in the-beginning, 1s wrought upon 
the Souls of -them that believe ; that Spirit in- Children of the 
Night that would divide, being ſeen, and in Gods Name refifted ; 
the Children of the Day are the more knit together in Soul and Spi- 
rit ; and the-delight of the Lord comes to be with them, and his 
Glory over-ſhaddowing, them, to the encreafe of Life and Faithfal- 
neſs to God amongſt them: Love-encreaſes, and Life ſprings in 
the Aſſemblies of the Righteous, a People ſaved by the Lord ; and 
all ſrinking creeping hidden Works of Darkneſs are judged down ; 
the ſnarethats: laid therein being, ſeen, Deliverance1s wrought to 
Gods praiſe, and his Peoples joy, and this 1s the efteft God hath 
wrought to our Advantage, glory to his Eternal name for ever- 
more. 
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Secondly, Through the workings of the-Spirit that prevails' 6h 
them whoſe Habitation 1s not in the Lord; the Negligent, the 
Careleſs, the Rebellious that dwell in the dry Land, and have 
wanted the yertuous Life of God through unbelief, into whom 
Looſeneſs is entered, and the Works of the Fleſh wrought; anti- 
ent Teftimonies for God let fall by them, to Truths difpraiſe, -and 
the wounding the Hearts of the Innocent, whoſe Teſtimony abities 
ſure, and through whoſe unfaithfulnets, Aﬀii&ions are added tothe 
Bonds of the Upright to God, to the Churches Grief; they having: 
turned the many vifitations of Gods Love behind the Back, and 
rown worſe and worſe, ſuch as thefe comes to be thaken off; and the 
Camp cleanſed of them, and they manifeſted to all; and that they 
who are approved may be made manifeſt; a Separation being 
wrought between them that truly ſerve the Lord, and them that 
ſerve him not, betwixt them that Jive in the Antieat Power, aud 
in Life and Faithfulneſs glorifies the ſame; and them that talk only 
of the Light and inward guidance of the Spirit of Jeſus; and yet in 
Works deny him: Let but the Reader and the Innocent wait a little 
in the patience, and you ſhall ſee the end of this Spirits Work 
to its utter Reproach 3 its Memorial ſhall rot, and never rife 
again. _ : | 

Thirdly, That although this appearing Difference amongſt us, 
may, and hath cauſed a Flutter amongſt the Gazers and Wonderers 
that would not believe,and for the preſent might put a little diſcou- 
ragement for 2 time upon the uneſtablifhed in God, and obſtruct a 
little the gathering unto us ſuch as the Lord will deliver, and ſhall 
be ſaved ; and what an expeCation hath there been (through this oc-" 
cafion) in our publick Enemies (that have watched for it) of our 
diſadvantage thereby in the way of Truth, if not our Ruin ; yet it 

were wellif ſuch would take notice; that notwithſtanding the wort 
of this Spirit's Work, how the Lord hath Bleſſed his People in eve- 
ry place, even where the greateſt Blunder hath been, with the more 
Z.cal and Integrity for him ; and that more is added to us fince that 
day then for many Years before. a . 
 Andlaftly, That which we obſerve, and it were well if notice of

would fear Almighty God, and be ſubje& to the Truth, before it be 
too late to find Mercy, | - . 

In our Advicetothe Reader, and Introduction to the enſuing mat- 
ter of what is before us to concern our ſelves with, we cannot but 
firſt take notice, that ſome may ſay, 


If it were true that the Author af the aforeſaid Book, and thoſe he ſeems ſo 
much to ſtandby, are ina back/liding ſtate, and ſeperated from you, whom you 
ſeem to diſewn as out of fellowſhip with you.

put him to open ſhame: Never a publick oppofing Apoſtate from ' 


the life of Truth, that hath riſen up in Judgment againſt it, ſince 
we have been a People , but in the old Enmity of the curſed Serpents 
Image, he hath run againſt George Foz : Oh, its admirable to us ! 
(and renders William Rogers in this curſed work of his, to be a Man 
running on to Ruin) that he does not take notice,and that with Ter- 
ror, of the breakings forth of the eminent hand of the Lord againſt 
fuch to their mifery and ſhame, that thus tempts the Lord to deal 
with him, as hath been dealt with his predeceflors gorie before,

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inthe Church of. God, as Antichriſtian and Rome-like, with the 1n- 
vectives gnd malicious Smitings he can mmvent; renders him plainly 
to be ari Jpoſtate from I'ruth, an enemy to God, arid the. Principle 
we have believed in, an accuſer of the Brethreri, riot fit for Chriiti- 
an Society, hut to be rejeaed as reprodchful thereto; and left to the 
. righteoys God of Heaven and Earth to reward him accordug to. 
Friendly Reader, out. Teſtimony is for the ſake of that principle of 
Light and Life in Chriſt Feſus our Lord and Law-giver, in which we 
have believed, and ate bold to Teftifie to, and ſtand in the vindica- 
tion of againſt all the oppoſers thereof, as that which is our life; and 
the comfort of our days through the Salvation that we have known 
thereby, wherein *WwE have peace, and for the ſake whereof re- 
proaches are not hard 'for us to bear ; and for the removing of the 
Stumbling-blocks out of the way theteof, that if it were poflible all 
Men might walk therein, and find mercy : We ſay ina godly con- 
cern that lies upon us, we inten through Gods affiſtance a little to 
diſcover the Face and Ittiage ofa Ungodly Backfliding Separate divi- 
ding Sprrit, by rending oft the covering it hath got.upon its head to 
hide its nakedneſs and ſhame withal, inthe departing of thoſe it hath ' 
prevailed upon, from the living God, from the way of Truth, and 
fromthe unity of the Brethren 3. to the.cafting off the SubjeQion to 
Gods power (whichthey once knew, and unto which alſo Obedience 
ſhould be given), and givmg way to a corrupt mmd. in thetnfelves, 


and toafalfe LT Truth' leads not to, have ſet themſelves 
(being of that ſort that loves not ſound Judgment)” againſt the rule

by us expected and waited for;' which we Teftifie againſt whoever 

Reader, If thou doſt but duely confider (as before the Lord) of 
William Rogers's Book, thou mayeſt eafily ſee (whatever he PRES 
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to) its liberty for the Fleſh, that the defign of him and others in 
this their work tends to, and for that caule 1s it that the Churches 
care is undervalued by them, deſpiſed and maliciouſly reproached 
under the denomination of over-driving, impoſing, Iording over 
Mens Conſciences, ſetting up in the Church another Government, 
then that of the Spirit, (which we teftifie to be falſe and a malicious” 
fmiting) accounting the wholſome direQtions according to Goſpel- 
Order, taken notice of, and praftized amongſt us, (that in all things 
we may be of. good report) the bringing in of Ceremonies, Mens 
Preſcriptions, and the like ; thereby to put a diſ-efteem upon them 
in the minds of ſuch as are unto liberty in the fleſh inchned, whence 
the oppoſition hath ſprung, and the dividing.

Book is charged 
with) andits diſ-regard to Truths praiſe and the glory, thereof, )- 1s 
plainly manifeſted by the Work . William Rogers hath made, to. de- 
fame-with all poſſible reproachful Speeches, ilanderous and lying ac- 
cuſations, Juch as have Nets their firſt lgve to. I'mth, unchriftians 
like, yea, -unhumanſy and contrary to. all Goſpel-order (and, Rule

of common Societies) Printing and publiſhing. the ſame againſt the. 
Antient .and Elder Brethren, without hearing, er conviting| after, 
any, human or Goſpel way, ſuch as have been made more-particu- 
larly Inftrumental. in the matter of ſetling: thereof,} in the Power. 
and Spirit of Fefus, in the. Churches, juſtihed, owned and prafti(- 
ed amongſt the VP ight-heaxted.to God, to their,unſpeakable. com- 
fort, for the Glory-and blefhngs fake that attends the concerned 
therein ; - particularly George Foz 15 the Man that bis venomous Darts 
are ſhot; at. (which. his, corrupt, heart hath. been filled with); which 
through his. Printed Book; he hath let fly, with all the eagerneſs 
and extravagancy, of Spirit that he can work. himſelf mito, to, bring, 
a reproach upon,, and make him.contemptible to all, to. the undoing; 
of him, if it were.in- his, power, both as a Man and a Chriſtian ; and: 
fuppoling in his diſgrice anl fall, to throw down the: Diſcipline” 
and the Order of;Truth. amovgſt. the, faithful; - tg, the : letting go 
from the Bond of the Power, ſuchas. wquld be from under the yoke 
thereof, which the pure God bleſſeth the faithful with,as Inftruments in 
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his hand, for diſcouraging of vin and Wickednels,. and Incourage- 
- ment of Chriftian Vertue Purity and Hollineſs; The tendency of 
this our Adverfaries Spirit to liberty in the Fleſh, - and to gratifie 
theBackſliding fort thats going thitherward : Readey,| thou mayeſt be 
more fully ſatisfied thereof, 1f thou do but take notice with what 
vigour; and the might he hath, he appears to ſtand by to applaud 
and to proclaim, Fobn Wilkinſon and fobn Story for two Antient and 
honourable Labourers in the Goſpel, whoſe Conzerſation and Dofrin I 
have not known or underſtood, faith he; to be exceeded by any mortal man 
whatſoever ; Which by ſeveral paflages relating to them in William 
Rogers's Printed Book inſerted, and explained in the Anſwer to it; 
(called The Accuſer of 6ur Brethren caſt down) thou mayeſt dete& and 
lainly ſee its buta meer flattering boaſt of his unbridled Tongue : 
and that they are no ſuch ones as he would render them to be ; And 
when (through Gods help) we ſhall have laid open the exerciſes and 
griefs we have met: withal, in the Church of God in Weſtmoreland; 
through the oppofition that thefe two Men have made, to Friends 
tender Care amongſt Gods People, for the promoting the honour of 
his Truth in Righteouſneſs and Holineſs of Life, and againſt our 
care that all might keep faithful in their Teſtimony for the Truth, 
as received of God, and the obſtructions itt our work, and concerns 
relating thereunto wrought by them, and others of a wrong and 
looſe Spirit encouraged thereby to ſtand by them ; which by ſad 
experience we have found, and are able to demonſtrate as in plain- 
nels, and according tothe naked.

more deteſtable, becauſe of the umpudeney it appears in the. cauſe 
whereof William Rogers. hath pgeſumed principally to efpouſe,” and 
appear in the defence of,” to the rb of the Breath andForce that 
| he 
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he hath ; and that he is a man departed from the Faith, and the 

ood Conſcience, ftanding by a Rebellious looſe ſort, deſpifing the 
dignity of Gods Power ; and though talking of the Light and antient 
Truth, yet out of the Life of it, an Oppoler of Goſpel-Order, and 
wholſom Diſcipline 1n the Church of God ; a diſcourager of the weak 
in their antient Living Teftimonies for the Fruth ; an encourager 
of the Backſliders from the Life of God, and a ſeparate faction from 
the Fellowſhip of I ruth, in the vifible concerns of Gods People, rela- 
ting tothe honour of Truth ; and thathe is a falſe Accuſer of the Bre- 
thren,a malicious Slanderer of the Innocent, and one that hath ſet him- 
ſelf to do the miſchief hecan, to the defamation of our holy Principle 
and Profeſſion, and to bring an Odium upon all thoſe that will not ad- 
hereto his Spirit, and abet him in his contentious Work, but teftifies 
againſt the ſame,in their Teftimony that ſtands ſure,and ſhall never be 
ſhaken by him, and that he 1s a man rejeRed of the Lord for his works 
fake,and ſhut out from the tellowthip of the Saints in Light, and his 
Works caft out as the unſavoury Salt, good for nothing but to be 
troden under foot of men : And for afurther proof thereof, ſeveral 
things are materially neceflary to be made good, reduced into theſe 
following heads, 

Firſt, That under a Goſpel diſpenſation, vifible Order, Diſci- 
\ pline and Government, 1n the exerciſe of the Spirit, is neceſſary, 

juſtifiable, and ought to be found in Subjection to. Gods Power, a- 
mongſt Gods. People, according to Chrifts Do&rine, Apoſtolical 
care, and the praGtice of the Primitive Churches of Chrift, proved 
by Scripture Record. 

Secondly, That the care of the Churches of God in this our day, a- 
mongft the Children of the Light, with reſpe& to Diſcipline, ac- 
cording to the orderand rule of Truth, and their praQtice according- 
ly ſtands juſtified, as conſiſtant with the Apoſtles DoEtrine, with the 
command of Chrift, Scripture Example, and the primitive practice 
touching this matter. 

Thirdly, That William Rogers 1n his Book (though after a broken 
contradiqory manner, and very much inconfiftant with himſelf ) 
hath denied the care, diſcipline and order uſed amongſt us in the 
Church of God, and hath Judged the fame: And that fobn Wilkin- 
fon and Fobn Story, with them of thg Separation in the Nerth, and of 
Party with him, 1nan oppoſite Spirit thereunto, have fleighted, de- 
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ſpiſed and Iaboured to put a diſf-efteem thereupon 3 and have laid 
Stumbling-blocks in the way of the weak 1n relation thereunto ; 
and have laboured to obſtruct the care and exerciſe of Gods People 
in relation thereunto. 

Fourthly, "That George Fox, atid othiers of the Antient Brethren, 
their care and exerciſe, as Inſtruments 1n the Lords hand to ſee the 
Churches of Chrift every where, 1n this our age, ſetled in the afore- 
{aid Order and Diſcipline (as the Apoftles care was in his day) hath 
| been Juftified, Embraced and freely cloſed with (as that which has 
tended to Friends Advantage in the Truth, and the honour thereof ) 
by the Churches of Chriſt in this Nation, and in other Nations, 
which the praQtice of our Monthly and Quarterly Meetings demon- 
itrate. | 

Fifthly, That notwithſtanding William Rogers's, and others of Party 
with him, their abufing George Foz, and {landering him with tying 
accuſations, as one that would Introduce his own Preſcriptions and 
Orders, and invade Chriſts Prerogative, &c. And would exalt him- 
ſelf in a wrong Spirit, in Rule and Government, Lording it over 
the heritage of God : His advice and direions in relation to the 
duty of Gods People, in the Tabernacle, God hath given us viſibly 
to appear in, hath been acceptably cloſed with, and teftified to, by 
Word and Writings, as ſhall be made appear in the Sequel of our con- 
cerns, and as the Churches Records in our Quarterly Meetings 
doth declare. - | 

Sizthly, To prove that William Rogers's Charges and malicious Ac- 
cuſations exhibited in Print, againſt George Fox, and others of the 
Brethren, are idle, frivolus and fallacious, and his exerciſe in that 
matter a Scandal to Chriftianity, and ridiculous. amongft Men and 
ſober Societies, which the faid William Rogers hath framed and made 
up (and brought to publick view) through his perverting: George 
Foz's Honeft and Chriſtian words and diſcourſe, and by his uncha- 
ritable deduCtions 1n a jealous prejudiced mind ; and putting his 
own perverted Conftructions and Inferrences upon George Fox's fin- 
cere and Chriſtian ſence of matters his words related to, otherwiſe 
then ever was intended by him (as the plain and.charitable conftructi- 
on thereof naturally deducible therefrom demonſtrates) and then 
places his own judgment upon him, which is an horrid and abomi- 
nable thing in the Lords fight, and deteftable amongſt Men : And 
through 
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through Gods help, this 1s before us to manifeſt ; which we Que- 
ſtion not to effe&, to the Satisfaction of all the unprejudiced, and 
upright minded where this Book may come. 

We have alſo a defire in fincerity of heart, to demonſtrate to all, 
where the knowledg of any difference amongſt this People hath come 
(as the relation thereof may moſt properly fall in our way) the 
Chriſtian care that hath been amongft the truly eftabliſhed in God 
(who have kept their hrſt love and care for Gods glory, and whoſe 
habitation upon the Rock abides ſure) to have preſerved this ſcat- 
tered divided People, within the Fold of the true Shepherd, unto 
whom the gathering is, whilft chey were 1n any meaſure near unto 
us ; before they turned away from Gods Power, and broke away as 
the Iſrael of old did, unto whom the Lord had given of his good 
Spirit, and yet they rebelled againſt him ; and therefore the- Lord, 
(after many vifitations and willingneſs to heal their backſlidings, 
which they regarded not) withdrew from them and gave them up to 
a reprobate mind, to harden themfelves to their utter Ruin. 

We would declare allo; as that which 1s material to our preſent 
concern,- and yet as briefly as we well can, what exerciſes particu- 
larly and more generally, after a more publick manner,. many dear 
Brethren have met withal through this Spirit ; what brotherly trea- 
ting them,” that the Temptations of 1t was prevailed upon, with 
Advice and Councel, to remove that groundleſs ungodly jealoufie 
that entred\ them, in which the vail came over, and there the tem p- 
tation to Strife and Contention got place. What care; what ten« 
derneſs andGoſpel-Order hath beenover them, &uſed towards them ? 
tetting the honeſt hearted ſee ſome part of the honeſt labours and tra- 
velsin: Soul and Spirit, and bodily endeavours that have been indured, 
and uſed towards them, for the Lord and his Truths ſake, and 
their 'Eternal- good ; -and how unwilling the Church. of God was to 
have had'them rent off from us: What patience, long-ſufferings, 
brotherly entreaties have been uſe towards them ; if poſlible they 
mishtlive and find reſt in God for ther Souls ; how clear the Lord 
and his People are of their blood, 1f they periſh for evermore ; 
what pitty was it,” hath it been! ofteri ſaid, that a jealous prejudi- 
ced Spirit; ſhould'prevail upon any who have known God, to work 
them into ſucha wilfal-froward perverſe ftate, as to let nothing en- 
ter that might do'them good, having rejeced that in themſelves, 
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which God had made manifeft 1n them, not liking to retain the 
ſame in their knowledge; as 1t was of old concerning ſuch whom 
God gave up to a reprobate niind, and unto great hardneſs of heart; 
to the filling up the meaſures of their Iniquities, for the Damnation 
that ſlumber'd not: God Suffers theſe things to be, that they who 
are approved may be made manifeſt. . Je” 

Confiderate Reader, If theſe before recited particulars be made good, 
which neceflarily relates to our preſent work, which we doubt 

not but to be able todo , we hope that clearnels of underftandin 
concerning the matter 1n hand will be opened in thee (as defires a- 
bides with thee to God on that wiſe) as that thou wilt eafily judge of 
theground of the Controverſie betwixt us,and our preſent Adverlary, 
whom we treat not with now as a Brother,or one of us, but as a pub- 
lick Enemy to the Life of our Principle,and holy Profeſſion, a caſte? 
of Stumbling-Blocks in the way of many 10 fall ugon ; which will prove 
a burden too heavy for him to bear: And thou wilt plainly fee 
what manner of man he 1s, what Spirit he is of, what his defign 
and all his fluttering Work tends to; and that upon this occafion, 
if thou haſt a Sence of Gods Truth, then wilt be the more con- 
firmed 1n it, and be the more concerned to keep thy Habitation in 
it, for thy Salvation and peace ſake; orif thou beeſt otie who has not 
hitherto given up thy {ſelf to ſerve the Truth (though convinced by 
it) nor our Lord Feſus Chriſt: We hope (as that which we truly 
defire) thou wilt not find by this occaſion, any ground to continue 
in hardneſs of Heart againft it, but in ſabje&ion to Gods Light and

Accuſations they could deviſe, more impudently then many that neyer knew'the 
Lord and his Power durſt have adventured, leſt the hand of the Lord ſhould have 
{ſmitten them to their Infamy and Wo for evermore) We are bold to put the mat- 
ter to the teſt concerning him on this wiſe ; we have a concern upon us, you muſt 
bear with us, the honourable Truth, Goſpel D2der, and the repute of our elder 
Bzethren, whom God regards, ſeemsto many,that are not ſettled in the power of 
Truth, to lie at Sake through the Impeachment WF. Rogers hath appeared in ; for 
whoſe ſake we ask you, Arc you not ſenſible,that as the Lerd made Sik an Inflru- 
ment in hishand, early of the day, to gather many to God, out of Darkneſs, and 
from under the -power of Death, and that fince we have been a People in the 
Truth, and gathered into a Society in this earthly Tabernacle, that the care of the 
Churches have been upon him? Hath not aRecord dwelt upon your Hearts in 
in the Spirit of Life, that the Lord hath been with him in this matter? Have you 
not had an anſwer in your Conſciences (unto which he hath ever appealed for a 
Witneſs there) that the Inſtruftions and DireCions, with reſpe& to Church order, 
and the Diſcipline thereof, hath been commended toyoumn.the Spirit of Truth, as 
the Lord might dire& to be put in praftice amongſt yon”? Have you not felt the 
Spirit of Truth in-your {ſclves ſealing to that eternal power that hath been upon 
him, and other dear Brethren in the matter thereof ? Have you felt any ſtrairnefs 
upon your Spirits, or want of freedom inthe Lord (when you kept to the pow- 
er) to be concerned in the Church of Godaccording tothe order,growth and place 
in the Truth, whereinto the Lord hath* brought you? Have you'not felt the 
Blefſings of the Etercal God with you, in anſwering the Care, the Advice, the 
Counſel and Direfions of the Brethren in the matters thereof ? Are you nor com- 
forted with reſpe& to your own inward Advantage, the furtherance of the Goſpel 
amongſt you, and the Truths honourable eſteem — men through your Ex- 
erciſe, Labours and Travels therein ; ſo that you can ſay, to Gods praiſe, your 
Labour of Love hath not been in vain? We are bold to appeal on this wiſe unto 
you in Truths behalf: Have we not a Recotd in all your Hearts (of you that are 
{aithful to God,and have received of his Spirit) asa cloud of Witneſſes in this mat- 
rer for us, who have ſet our Signets thereunto? Deal ingeniouſly with us, , as 
in the Lords ſight inthis matter; its integrity to God our Souls delights in, 
and an evidence in that we crave of all, whether with us or againſt us, touching 
theſame,however W. Rogers renders us,we abhor Flattery, or having mens perſons 
in Admiration any further then the honourable Image of God appears in them, & 
as their Habitation abides in that to which the honour is due: We leave this matrer 
with you, and before all whom it may —_— whereever any exerciſe may fall

Ne might in this place very fitly fall in hand with. rhe many Accuſations, Re- 
proaches and Slanders that William Rogers hath malitiouſly (the matter of his Work 
gives it this CharaQer)deviſed and raiſed up againſt G. Fox,through his perverſions 
and inferences thathe hath put on his innocent clear ſence, and Chriftian Exerciſe 
about matters he was concerned in, from which he deduceth very wicked and hor- 
rid charges againſt him, inthat old Cainiſh Spirit, in which he would utterly. de- 
ſtroy his Repute, if 1t were 1n his power, before all ; the fallacy whereof we doubr 
not but dete& in the conſiderable matters thereof, to the ſatisation,we hope,of all 
the innocent where this may come. | 

Yet we chuſe firſt to givea true and ſincere Relation of the many grievous & de- 
monftrable Exerciſes that the Church of God in nBeſtmoteland hath mer witlall, 
more or leſs, for the ſpace of ſix or ſeven Years,or upwards,through this Spirit which 
ſecretly hath wrought in too many, to draw them from the firft Love and ancient 
regard to God & his Truth, into a kind of libertine looſe ſort of Life, animated and 
ſtrengthened, we dare boldly ſay (though with grief ) þÞy John Story and 
Fohn Wilkinſon ; who having declined their antient regard to that Eternal Power 
and Innocent Lite in which once they were truly concerned for God amongſt his 
People, and leaning upon the Wiſdom that is from below, inthe mans part, and 
not rightly diſcerning the things of God, became darkned in their Minds, 
and in that ſtate diſcouragers of the antient Zeal for Truth, and the honorable 
Teſtimonies born therein amongſt the Faithful, to the gratifying a People backli- 
ding from the Lord and the holy way of Truth, whereupon we have livingly ſeen 
(andſome have warned them of it) the Lord withdrawing of his good Spirit, by 
little and lictle, fromthem, (as he did from 1/rae/ of old, whoſe Backſlidings he

The Meeting gathered at Pow-Baxk aforeſaid, and many good Friends there, 
with them allo of other Countries (agreed upon to be with us, as the Lord made 
way) Fohn Wilkinſon and Fohn Story came nor, but only ſent a Paper of ſlight 
and diſregard of. Friends weighty concern in relation thereunto, alledging, That 
the Meeting at Draw-Well we had no matter in charge againſt thers in Writing, which 
in Truth and Righteouſneſs was no plezfor their abſenting now, becauſe we told 
them, how unwiling we were to appear otr that wiſe, if it could. be avoided, 
and anend pu to things without it ; but ſeeing they {aid they would not take any 
notice of any thing we would fay, utileſs it were writ, we told them then; before 
.the breaking up of the Meeting, that we' would do it at our next Meeting which 


\we were to have with them by the advife of our Brethren, ſeeing nothing would.

So it was, that (as the evil Men and Seducers that grows worſe and worſe)

Spirits to viſit the Church of God 
jon Weftmerlznd, in tender Advice to all, and ina Reproot upon the Spirit of Divi- 
fion and Separatien, with ſcaſonable Exhortations and Advice to thern in a pub- 
lick Teltimony, for the Lic of the antient Truth, and the comfortable Socicty 
and antient Fellowthip of Bretheren there , with hearty Defires for reuniting 
azain ſuch as were 20n aſtray, with ſeveral wholiome Admonitions, Counſel and 
Advice more privately given to ſome,. by luch as came amonglt vs, befides the 
Care that yet remained with us in rhole Parts concerning them: Several printed 
Books came among{it us in relation to the matter occacioning the ſtarting aſide, in 
Vindication of Church Care and Government among(t Gods People for the in- 
forming the Underſtandings of the weak and tender of them that were led aſide, 
particularly Roburt Bark/ays Book of Government, and Georg Fox's Book, in relation 
to Womens Meetings, in order to the furtherance of their Service in the Chxrch of 
Ghrift, in the Capacity under which they ſtood; having received of God's Spirir, 
in which, to be profitable ( as the Lord ſhould inftrutt ) for the jurtherance of

We deny that George Fox doth build any thing on this Obſervation, upon 
which to conclude 1/711:am Rogers's Queries to. be Falſe C haroes ; Georgs Fox inti- 
mates that he obferves, that F7/l;am Rogers's Queries appears to be Charges again(t 
him ; but the falſhood of them is maniteſted by. being denied by George Fox, and 
the ground of the miſtake concerning him,abont thole matters relating ro Charge, 
renderly opened by him, and WW:lliam Rogers not deteCting him thereof, unlcſs his 
f1ying,he firmly believes that George Fox guilty of thoſe Mitters in accu{ation againſt

Now we deſire the Honeſt Reader to weigh, whether this be any thing but 
meer ſcrgffling, and fecking occafion any way to Jangleand Alperie withal, George 
Fox often putting into his Mind, that he cortelfed that there was a Food Exhoriae 
tion in his Eprftle, or that his Epr/fle wes a gord Fxhortation in it {olt, that therchy 
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he might ſee that his Heart was not Upright, in making, ach adoabout it, and to 
rake occaſion, by reaſon-of the ſaid Gexerel Fpi/#le, to put forth ſuch abuſive Queries 
concerning him, ard atter ſuch a raw and diforderly. manner ;. and it 1s togevident 
that to get an advantage againlt him thereby, if: he could he would limit the Ex.

And in his third Query he ſaith, Art'xot thow ſenſible that thou art the May that 
haſt adwiſed the Rich to ſecure their Worldly Eftate,that ſo the Perſecutors might not become 
Sporlers thereof ? Is not rhis a down-right Charge, being the ſame with that'in the 
Paragraph, that his poſitive Judgment againſt George Fox relates to ? and yet hath 
tbe Impudence to charge George Fox with a Lye, -one of the Thirteen, for ſaying, 
It a-pears that thy Queries are Charges againſt me. 

In the: Paragraph he faith, 7hat blame others for ſecuring their Goods frons the 
Spoylers, and yet ſecure their 6wn ; of this he ſaith, he firmly believes that George Fox 
is Guilty. 

Read his tenth Query, viz. That is attended on like an Earthly Prince, and yet 
hath Twelve or Thirteen Hundred Pounds well ſecured, with the encreaſe thereof for many 

Jears (if any be) out of the reach of the Spoylers? Ts not this Query proved a 
down-right Charge, maniteſted to his ſhame, though he hath the face to charge 
George Fox with a Lye on this ſcore alſo. 

In the fifth Query William Rogers ſpeaketh of ſome that had ſecured their Eſtates 
from the Spoylers, for their Families, that would not have departed (faid he) from 
their Teſtimony in Meetings, &c. a/thoagh, faith he, thou ( ſpeaking of Georee 
Fox) haſt been aShrinker. This 1s ſurely a Charge, and yet he hath the confidence 
ro wb George Fox with a Lye, for ſaying, That the Queries ſeemed to be Charges 
azaty Z 7”.

"Ning Spirit-in himſelf, from Truths Life, inf which alſo he maniteſts his Contempt 
"arid Diſceſteem of, yea, his Malice and Enmity againſt George Fox, (who hath kept 


Bis firtd Live and Care for Gods Glory) whoſe Perſon William Rogers runs upon, 


-and'His ite too, *both'as a Man and Chriſtian, with lying Charges and falſe 
Accuſations, as all {or moſt of) the Apoftates'from' Truth have done ever lince 
we lavebeen a People'; and if William Rogers would but conſider the woful end of 
the moſt of ſuch, he might have great cauſethereby to Fear and Repent, that he 
might find Mercy, and not periſh for evermore. ' :

Thirdly, It may: be'note'd what an Abominable Lye William Rogers atferts, in 
denying that he1aid,” thathe liad ſent the Paper of Queries to George Fox three 
Weeks'before'; for Bray Do:tey (as by his Extterappears) doth nor only affert the 
Truth of HzU4;arm'Rogers's ſaying {0 to him ;. bur Richard Snead writing to Geprge 
Fox-:about the reading of that Paper, in their Meeting againft him, "ſaith thus —

_. A»ſwer, This Certitcate, although it may ſeem to have ſome weight in it, to 
William Rogers,and {uch as watcheth for Evil againſt the Innocent 5 Yet withre- 
ſpe&t to many conſiderable Circumſtances, that very. remarkably appertain to it, 
together with the inward ſence that lives upen our Souls 1n-Relation to George Fox's 
cleargeſs touching this matter ; we cagnot- but fignifie that we cannot give any 
credit to it. Firff, Becauſe it cannot be reaſonably gathered, why Gevrge Fox, 
who is, and hath been found a Man of great Integrity. of Heart; 'botly iv this and 
other his Teſtimonies for Truth, without ever being Impeached by any of the up- 
right to God, that ever we have yet heard of, although rhe Diſobedient, and Un- 
faithful, that back{lde from -the Life of Truth, have been ever running upon him 
on this wiſe ; we ſay, wherefore he ſhould adviſe any ſo rodo,. welce not, It be- 
ing ſo far below his known Integrity ; as -alfofar Remote fromhis frequent ' Advice 
to his deareſt Friends.

And ſeeing that mention is often made inthe foregoing Treatiſe of John Story, 
and he thereby manifeſted to be the chief Inſtrument in the Strite, Duviſion and 
Separation, that hath happened in theſe Northren Parts ; for which cauſe he be- 
came an exceeding great Burden and. Exerciſe, to Honeſt, Faithful, and Sincere 

earted Friends, at ſuch times as he appearcd in any of their Meetings, either 
in North or Seath under the notion of @ publick Preacher : And eſpecially af- 
ter that he had been erderly dealt with according to Goſpel Order, by Ceunſel 
and Advice, and warned not. tooffer his Gift til reconciled to his Brethren, (and 
the ſame by him wholly fleighted,and he in a ſtubborn Spirit perſeyering) he be- 
came the more Burthenlome;- and could not be born to appear as a Miniſter in the 
Meetings of Friends of 'Truth, who was found in ſq unrighteous and untruthlike 
Prattices; Wherefore many times -of late Years (as by many Epiſtles and Chrij- 
ftian Correſpondence hath been teltifted/ he was publickly judged and diſowned 
in Meetings, and many hving Teſtimonies ſprung, ſometimes out of the Mouths 
of Babes and Sucklings to the Confounding and ſtopping his Mouth, and particu-
